Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' Representatives argued that claim 72, as proposed to be 
amended, is not met by Kanesaka because it has no terminal distal end. The Examiner asserted that there appeared 
to be a distal end on the end of the connector where the connector connects to the stent. However, Applicants' 
Representatives argued that a temninal end must be a free end based on a dictionary definition of the term. The 
Examiner said that he would consider their arguments once filed, but the Examiner pointed out that the amendment to 
claim 72 and the addition of claim 143 would present new issues for consideration and the amendment would not be 
entered. Applicants' Representatives stated that they would file an RCE to get the amendment entered. With regard to 
claim 102 and Marin, Applicants' Representatives argued that there was no tuck pad that retained the barb of Marin. 
However, the Examiner asserted that the material around the barb is the pad and that the barb is retained by its 
connection to the material around the barb. Applicants' Representatives did not agree with this interpretation and said 
they would file arguments to this effect along with the response. They also pointed out that there is support for the 
changes made to the specification previously, and the Examiner said that he would consider that once the response 
was filed. 
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
